between each variation. 


For ſome days before the 31ſt of Auguſt, the 
weather ſeemed to portend ſomething diſaſtrous; the 
clouds flying low and rapidly, and frequently chang» 
ing their courſe, On the 27th, in the evening, a great 
ſea ſwell began, and continued increafing all that 
/ night; and on Friday the 28th it was dreadful. The 
wind blowing ſtrong from the weſtward, prevented 
the veſlels in the road from putting to ſea, by which 
means ſeveral were drove on fhore, and ſtranded, 
an account of which will be ſeen in the annexed 
table. About fix o'clock on Friday evening the 
wind moderated, and the ſurf began to ſubſide. It 
is impoſſible that a more dreadfully glorious ſcene 
could have preſented itſelf than was ſeen that even- 
ing on the bay. The clouds, which were of vari- 
; ous colours, ſeemed warring with each other; the 
| ſea daſhing, with furious exploſions, on the ſhore 3 
the wrecks of veſſels loſt, in view : in ſhort, nothing 
could convey a more exalted idea of Divine Ma- 
jeſty than this tremendous ſcene. On Saturday the 
weather was very moderate, and we fondly flattered 
ourſelves the worſt was paſt.

Many other inſtances of this na- 
ture might be given, but I ſhall content myſelf with 
one more : Mr. Charles Guithen, at Sandy Point, 
had a horſe feeding near his houſe, which, in the 
courſe of the ſtorm, was carried into the ſea, and 
drowned ; I had this account from Mr. Guithen 
himſelf. 


The morning after the hurricane, the whole face 


of nature ſeemed changed; the trees were all, with- 


out a fingle exception, diſrobed of their foliage ; 
that beautiful verdure, that was wont to grace our 
ever-green hills and vallies, ſnatched rudely from 


them; our loftieft tamarind trees, the plumy cocoa 
nut trees, moſtly ſubmitted to the ſuperior power of 
the gale, Not a blade of graſs, or indeed of an 
thing green, but what was whipped violently off, 
and every vegitable entirely deſtroyed. December 


never preſented a more dreary ſcene than what was 


now beheld. The ſugar canes, in many places, 


were twiſted out by the root, others disjointed, and 
ſome for whole acres ſwept entirely away. Our roads 
were rendered impaſſible either by floods, gullies, or 
huge trees laid acroſs them. However, a ſurpriſ- 
ing vegitation, with the induſtry of the inhabitants, 
has ſince made the iſland aſſume a more comfortable 
aſpect, and our hopes of the next crop are riſen in 
roportion.

But as ſome of thoſe veſſels have not at all been 10% 
of, we have room at leaſt to hope, their fate is not 
quite ſo bad as is here ſet down. Indeed ſome ac» 
counts from the iſlands to leeward mention that ſe- 
veral veſſels have put into their ports diſmaſted, but 
I have not been able to get their names. 
The brig Mercury, Capt. Seaton, who was blown 
from this road on the 31ſt of Auguſt, was drove al- 
moſt on her beam-ends to St. Thom s, where ſhes 
repaired her damages, then returned, took in the re- 
maincer of her cargo, and has ſince ſailed for Eu- 
rope. 
When the brig Tryon W off Old Road, 
Capt. Marnan and his whole crew, except a Negro 
boy belonging to the Captain, periſhed, and every 
thing in her loſt, 

The ſhip Pearle, Capt. Kennedy, homeward 
bound from the Grenades, with 450 hogſheads of 
ſugar on board, was blown from near Sandy Point 
to Nevis on the 28th. Here ſhe was under thene- 
ceflity of getting ſome Negroes, to aſſiſt in ſhift= 
ing the cargo, part of which had been waſhed out. 
1a the hurricane ſhe was driven away from Nevis, 
with eight hired Negroes on board. She has ſince 
put into St. Thomas's, with the loſs of her — 
and the Negroes have been returned. 

When Mr. Neale's floop, the Experiment, Capt. 
Howard, ſtruck among the rocks at Saba, every per- 
ſon on board . was drowned, except two of Mr, 
Neale's Negroes, who were, ſome days after, taken 
off the wreck by a veſſel bound to Boſton. 

The number of lives loſt at ſea, on this melan- 
choly occafion, is not aſcertained, but it muſt be 
conſiderable, as many vellcls it is feared have foun= 
carey 

It will not be amiſs, in » this loo to obſerve, that 
in Antigua, Nevis, Montſerrat, St. Euſtatia, Saba, 
and St. Croix, the hurricane was equally ſevere, 
and attended with the like dreadful conſequences as

in St. Croix they bad it in the night, which render- 
ed their fituation ſtil more deplorable than ours.

IHE new Court Houſe in Baſſeterre torn from 
its foundations, the lumber of which was ſold 


for 301. currency, though the building coſt the 


country above a thouſand pounds, ſterling. 
At Bluff-Point Fort the barracks and flag- ſtaff 


blown down. On Brimftone- Hill the ſtore- houſe 


entirely deſtroyed, and all the ammunition damag- 
ed. Part of the walls deſtroyed, and the great gate 


Mattered in a thouſand pieces, and carried to a con- 


fiderable diſtance from where it ſtood. Not one 


houſe was left ſtanding on the hill. In Charles's 
Fort every building was levelled with the ground, 
except the lodge over the pate, where the gunner 
is now obliged to reſide, though ſcarcely tenable.
